We must keep 
our staff together, We have debis to 
pay, and we owe it to our creditors 
to make collections so that we can 
pay those debts, and we can’t make 
collections without staff. I sym- 
pathize with your feelings on this 
matter, Dave, but what’s a man to do? 
It’s like wa we must kill or be 
killed, Business is war, of a kind. 
Why, on the property we are. now 
holding the taxes alone will amount 
to twenty thousand do'lars a year. 
And I put it up to you; if we are 
going to stand on sentiment, who's 
going to pay the taxes?” 

“1 know; I know,” said Dave. 
whose anger over the treatment of 
the Hardy’s was already subsiding. 
“We are in the grip of the System.

stock being produced in Western

LESSON FOR JANUARY 235. 


PETER STANDS UP FOR TRUTH 
AND HONESTY. 


In this lesson we sce the new com- 

munity now called “the church” (v. 
11) vindicated. In the boldness of 
Peter and John we see that the break 
with Judaism has come—the authority 
of the Sanhedrin is repudiated with 
the determination on the part of the 
disciples to be led by the Holy Spirit. 
It is for this reason that the body 
now gets the name “church.” Since 
the break has come it must be shown 
jto be a holy body; it must have re- 
cognition as being sacred, The sanc- 
tity of the tabernacle is transferred to 
the new body, which is God's dwelting 
place (Eph. 2:19-22), The church it- 
scli, as well as the people about, did 
not know this until God’s judgment 
burst forth. 


I. Characteristics of the Primitive 
Church (4:31-35). 

1, It was a praying church (v, 31). 
For every want and every need they 
betook themselves to God in prayer, 

2. It was a Spirit-filled church (vy. 
31). A praying church is a Spirit- 
ifilled church, The Spirit fs given in 
answer to prayer (Luke 11:13). 

3. It was a church which had great 
boldness in preaching the Word of 
God (v. 31). The minister in a Spirit- 
filled church will not offer an apology 
for the Bible, but will fearlessly 
preach it, 

4. It was a united church (v, 32). 
They were “of one heart and one 
soul,” 

5. It was a charitable and generous 
church (v. 32). As needs arose sup- 


plies were given. from a common 
fund. 
6. Its ministers had a powerful 


testimony (v. 33). 

7, It was a church whose member- 
ship exhibited unblemished characters 
(v. 33). For “great grace was upon 
‘them all.” 

II, The Sin of Ananias and Sap- 
phira (vv. 1-11). 

1. Its occasion (vv. 1, 2). This was 
their hypocritical imitation of the gen- 
crous act of Barnabas (4:36, 37). Be- 
se of the peculiar distress of the 
early church when the open rupture 
was made with Judaism, the mem- 
bers for « time had a “community of 
goods.” This was not universal nor 
permanent; some continued to own 
their qwn homes, as for example John 

Mark’s mother, who used her home 
in which to entertain Christians. 
Ananias kept back a part of the 
money received for his land while 
pretending to have brought it all. His 
j wife was a partner in it. They wanted 
the honor of generosity without pay- 
ing the price, 

2. The judgment (vy. 3-10). Ananias 
allowed satan to fil his heart and lied 
to the Holy Ghost in keeping back a 
part of the price of the land. It was 
most likely an acted lie, They were 
not under obligation to sell their land, 
or having sold it, to bring any ofthe 
moncy ‘and place it in the common 
fund, Peter declared that they were 
absolutely free to do as they pleased 
with it, Love of praise is causing 
many today to make the same dread- 
ful mistake, People are wa‘king in 
the way of Ananias and Sapphira 
when they make a profession of re- 
ligion for temporal gain and pleasure; 
or even preaching sermons not their 
own, Frequently men preach the 
sermons of Moody and Spurgeon 
without giving credit. Physical death 
was visited upon Ananias and Sap- 
phira for their sins. 

; III. The Effect (vv. 11-16). 

1, Great fear came upon the chureh 
and upon all who heard of these 
things( v. 11), Irreverence is an out- 
standing sin of this age. The church 
should be recognized as holy — the 
very dwelling place of the Most High 
God,

inivrage. In the same way Crocker 
Land, which Peary b lieved he had 
sighted and which for a while had its 
place on the arctic map, was proved 
by Donald MacMi‘lan’s later investi- 
gation to have been non-existent, an- 
other example of the illusion of the 
Far North that has so often misled 
observers into a firm conviction that 
land had been sighted,

Experiments are being made which 
it is expected will result in 
binder twine and cordage industry be- 
ing built up in Saskatchewan, Res.lts 
of the experiments so far conducted 
show that a large range of twine, rope 
and felting can be produced from fibre 
extracted from flax grown for linseed 
in the prairie provinces. Western 
Canada is gradually becoming one of 
the great linseed producing countries 
of the world, In 1919 there were 
1,055,686 acres sown, It is understood 
that the methods used in the new ex- 
periments were a radical departure 
from ordinary methods, and a mach- 
ine has been invented for re-seeding

Two shipments of machine guns 
jand machine gun accessories being 
sent to Mexico from Germany and 
discovered in transit, via Holland, 
have been held up by the Altied mili- 
tary authorities, according to informa- 
tion reaching United States officials 
at Coblenz. 

The exportation of war material by 
Germany is a violation of the armi- 
stice and peace treaty. The German 
government has been asked to aepiain| 
the shipments and notified not to at- 
tempt any similar exportation of such 
arms, 

The first shipment consisted of four 
,carloads of second hand machine- 
| guns, all boxed and ready for ocean 
,transport. This shipment comprised 
2,695 machine guns and, according to| 
Marshal Foch, the guns arrived in 
Holland on November 28, the senders 
being the firm of Brockleman and 
{Senet Gunn, of Cassel, The consignee 
was the Johan Munts Arms and Trad- 
ing Company of Amsterdam. 

The communication to the I[nter- 
Allied Armistice commission at Col- 
ogne, giving notice of these ship- 
ments, says that Marshal Foch has 
informatio sliowiny that~the ship- 
| ments had been made “Across Hol- 
land, with destination Mexico,”
